2. Lev itt as an atto rney “has 
the rig ht to ask tha t o nly tho se 
p erso ns who hav e been lawfu lly 
ap p o inted as chief ju stice o r as 
asso ciate ju stices sho u ld be p er­ 
m itted to sit as ju dges in cau ses 
and co ntro v ersies w hich co me 
befo re the su p rem e co u rt fo r 
trial and ju dgm ent.”

co nstitu tio n p ro v ided 
tha t “no senato r o r rep resenta­ 
tiv e shall, du ring the tim e fo r 
which he was elected, be ap ­ 
p o inted to any civ il o ffice u nder

States, which shall hav e been 
created,

em o lu m ents 
whereo f shall hav e been in­ 
creased du ring su ch tim e.”

MOST FOREST FIRES 
OCCUR IT MID-Dlir 


Washingto n —The 19 38 farm 
pro gram dev ised by the depart­ 
ment o f agriculture and repre­ 
sentativ es o f the industry pro ­ 
po ses to bring farmers into co m­ 
pliance by o ffering a so rt o f bait 
instead o f whipping them into 
line by tax atio n. 
Do ubters aplenty believ e that 
many farmers wo n’t co me in 
under the plan, but will go 
heav ily into the pro ductio n o f 
cash cro ps which the adminis­ 
tratio n is try ing to co ntro l. If 
they sho uld hit a y ear o f high 
prices, their large acreages wo uld 
bring them far mo re than the 
go v ernment bo unty o ffered fo r 
curtailing cro ps. 


The department has co mput­ 
ed 
the 
acreage 
it estimates 
sho uld be planted to supply an 
ample cro p o f each majo r co m­ 
mo dity , and y et no t pro duce a 
surplus to beat do wn farm pric­ 
es. 
Take co rn, fo r instance. » The 
19 37 planting is estimated at 9 6 ,- 
146 ,000 acres. Fo r the 1938. pro ­ 
gram, the department has esti­ 
mated 9 2,000,000 to 9 6 ,00ft,000 
acres will pro duce eno ugh co m. 
That amo unt is div idftt amo ng 
states. Each state’s quo ta is di­ 
v ided amo ng co unties Within 
each co unty a co mmittee o f 
farmers, usually adv ised by the 
co unty agricultural agent, deter 
mines the quo ta fo r each farm. 
If the farmer do esn’t like his 
quo ta, he can stay o ut. If he ac­ 
cepts it, he gets benefits. In the 
19 37 pro gram if he co mplied half 
way he receiv ed half benefits. 
But if a farmer steps o v er the 
line by an acre in the 19 38 pro ­ 
gram, he will lo se benefit pay ­ 
ments fo r sev eral acres. 
Take a co m farmer with 150 
acres o f tillable land. The co un­ 
ty co mmittee may assign him a 
quo ta o f 50 acres o f co rn, which 
may be mo re but pro bably will 
be slightly less than his av er­ 
age planting. Then it may as­ 
sign him a quo ta o f 6 0 acres o f 
o ther “ so il depleting” cro ps such 
as wheat, ry e, o ats and barley . 
That leav es 4ft acres he must 
plant to “ so il co nserv ing” cro ps, 
such as alfalfa clo v er. Po rt o f 
this land, say 10 acres, he may 
be required to co v er with ttx ne, 
as a land resto rativ e.

ganizatio n o f fire-fighting units 
in fo rested areas.

wo u ld “o u t-D illing er” Dilling er. 
They ’v e g o ne a lo ng way to wards 
m aking g o o d. 
Po lice charg e them specifical­ 
ly with three 
killing s, sev eral 
bank 
ro bberies 
and 
ho ldu ps. 
There is a federal rew ard o f $500 
o u t fo r each. 
Like Dilling er, they bro ke jail 
after o ne whirl a t o u tlawry . 
Like Dilling er and his hench­ 
men, they started then o n a ser­ 
ies o f bank ro bberies. 
Like the Dilling er g ang , they 
hav e the G -m en o n th eir trail. 
Directo r J. Edg ar Ho o v er has set 
after them a picked squ ad o f 
federal ag ents, as u su al in su ch 
cases. His m en hav e a co de wo rd 
fo r the g ang —“the brag a squ ad.” 
Mo st im po rtant o f all, po ssibly , 
the g ang has its kno wn weak­ 
ness. Like Dilling er, its members 
are o v erly fo nd o f wo men. 
The “brag a squ ad” are ju st 
two fo rm er farm bo y s and a big 
city y o u th who w ent wro ng . 
All three—Alfred Brady , Jam es 
Dalho v er 
and 
Clarence 
Lee 
Shaffer, Jr., are small. Po lice call 
them 
“half 
pint killers.” 
All 
are the 
pro du cts 
o f 
bro ken 
ho mes, and are 21 to 31 y ears 
o ld. Bo th Brady and Dalho v er 
are 
mo ro se, while 
Shaffer 
is 
bo astfu l and talkativ e, like Dill­ 
ing er. To him is credited a crack 
abo u t “m aking Dilling er a piker.”

and the po lice 
ALFRED 
BRADY, 
credited 
tfith being the g ang o rg anizer, is 
an Indiana farm bo y , described 
by o ne o f his first sw eethearts as 
“to o 
sweet 
to h u rt 
any o ne.” 
Pinch-faced and 
hard-m u scled 
fro m his y ears o n the farm and 
a t a m echanic’s bench, he was 
bo rn near K entland, Ind., in 1910 
and attended elem entary scho o l 
a t N o rth Salem. W hen he was 
a child, his father died and B ra­ 
dy mo v ed w ith his m o ther to In ­ 
dianapo lis. She rem arried, bu t 
died in 1926. An errand 
bo y , 
then a clo thing sto re wo rker, he 
was first arrested o n a v ag rancy 
charg e^ in 1934. Later, fo r po sses­ 
sio n o f sto len pro perty ,^ie did a 
stretch in an Indiana 
priso n 
farm , then wo rked as a farm 
hand near Hano v er, Ind. There 
he pro bably m et Dalho v er, who 
farm ed nearby . By 1935, Brady 
was in Indianapo ils o nce mo re, 
wo rking in facto ries. The nex t 
y ear the Brady g ang raids be­ 
g an. 
JAMES DALHOVER, crack ri­ 
fle sho t, also is a farm bo y —raw - 
bo ned and scrawny . Fo u r y ears 
o lder th a n Brady , he was the 
so n o f parents later div o rced. He 
attended 
scho o l 
a t 
Madiso n, 
Ind., m arried a C incinnati g irl, 
and has two bo y s, 9 and 7 y ears 
o ld. A ro v ing labo rer as a y o u th, 
he retu rned 
to 
Indiana 
and 
bo u g ht a farm near Hano v er, 
mix ing farm wo rk w ith bo o tleg ­ 
g ing . His first priso n sentence, a t 
Santa Fe, N. M., was fo r au to 
theft. O thers fo llo wed in K en­ 
tu cky and Indiana fo r assau lt 
to kill and po ssessio n o f a still. 
CLARENCE 
LEE 
SHAFFER, 
Jr., “lo u d m o u th” o f the trio , 
o perated a sandw ich sho p befo re 
jo ining u p. Bo rn here in 1916, 
he was reared by g randparents 
after his parents separated. He 
attended elem entary scho o l here 
and a t Ben Dav is, Ind., and ap­ 
parently liv ed a no rm al life. Bu t 
while do ing o dd jo bs, he wo rked 
fo r a tim e w ith a character 


kno wn to the G -m en as Charles 
Geiseking , o netime m em bef o f 
the Brady g ang who is no w serv ­ 
ing tim e in Ohio . 
The first jo b attribu ted to th e 
g ang was a $320 sto re ro bbery a t 
Ro binso n, 111., in Janu ary , 1936. 
Brady was identified as o ne o f 
the two ho ldu p men. O ther ho ld­ 
u ps fo llo wed. 
And then in April, 1936, the 
g ang g rabbed a hau l o f jewelry 
a t Limo , O., and escaped after a 
ru nning 
fig ht. 
Geiseking 
was 
wo u nded and his pals bro u g ht 
him here fo r medical aid. A po ­ 
lice patro l co rnered them at a 
su rg eo n’s o ffice and the 
g ag e 
ag ain sho t their way o u t, killing 
Po lice Serg eant R ichard Riv ers. 
The transpo rt o f $12,000 in jew­ 
els acro ss a state line is the bas­ 
is fo r the federal charg es ag ainst 
the g ang . 
A few day s later, Brady and 
Dalho v er were captu red a t Chi­ 
cag o , and Shaffer here. T rans­ 
ferred to jail in Greenfield, Ind., 
they slu g g ed the sheriff with an 
iro n bar, fled to Baltim o re and 
established a base, po lice believ e, 
fo r fo ray s back into Ohio and 
Indiana. 
This was a tu rning po int in 
the career o f the g ang . No lo ng ­ 
er did they bo ther with sto res— 
o nly banks. 
Ho ldu ps laid a t their do o r, de­ 
finitely and tentativ ely , inclu de 
bank 
ro beries 
a t 
Carthag e, 
Farm land, N o rth Madiso n, An­ 
derso n and Go o dland in Indiana, 
and 
Lancaster, 
W esto n 
and 
Greenv ille in Ohio . 
Besides 
these 
crimes, 
there 
were the killing s o f Riv ers, o f 
Gro cery Clerk Edward Linsey in 
a $150 ro bbery a t Piqu a, O., and 
o f State Po liceman Pau l M inne- 
m an in a g u n battle near Lo g - 
anspo rt, Ind. 
T h at battle was a hig h spo t. 
The Brady s fleeing fro m the $2,- 
600 bank ro bbery a t Go o dland, 
ro ared do wn a co u ntry 
ro ad, 
raising du st so thick th a t the o f­ 
ficers in the car behind co u ld see 
o nly a few feet. 
At a cro ssro ads the Brady s laid 
as am bu sh as deadly as ev er an 
Indian co ntriv ed. They pu lled 
o ff the ro ad and behind a little 
white chu rch. As 
the 
o fficers 
pau sed a t the cro ssro ad to sig ht 
their qu arry , o ne o f the g ang cu t 
lo o se fro m o ne co rner o f the 
chu rch, ano th er fro m a seco nd 
co m er and a th ird fro m 
the 
g ang car. One o fficer was badly 
wo u nded. As th e o ther, M inne- 
m an, lay dy ing in the dtfct, a 
g ang ster is said to hav e snarled: 
“I o u g ht to finish y o u rig ht no w.” 
A fter the bank ro bberies, the 
g ang lay lo w awhile, bu t were 
flu shed by po lice last Au g u st in 
Baltimo re. 
Brady and Dalho v er had m ar­ 
ried m eantim e and Brady had 
set u p a tav ern there? As “Eddie 
Max well,” he co ntribu ted to the 
co m m u nity ’s so cial life by a p­ 
pearing bo ldly in adv ertised ex - 
hibtio ns o f fancy ro ller skating 
at a larg e Baltimo re rink.

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THE SITUATION IS MUDDLED 
To pu t it mildly , the bu siness ou tlook today is 
ex tremely confu sed. 
On the one hand, it is predicted that this 
winter’s domestic commerce will be the best since 
1929, with retail sales in some lines perhaps ex ­ 
ceeding the boom-time figu re. On the other, 
bu siness leaders are seriou sly distu rbed — and 
many of them are plainly pessimistic as to the 
trend of fu tu re ev ents. 
This anomaly is easily ex plained. For, in the 
v iew of ex ecu tiv es, the short-term ou tlook is 
fav orabie, and the long-term ou tlook is bad. 
Pu rchasing power is u p, farm income is at a six - 
y ear high, consu mer goods are mov ing rapidly . 
Yet the u nrest in Eu rope, the tangled political 
situ ation at home, inclu ding the threat of more 
gov ernment in bu siness, the apparent certainty 
of higher tax es, the prospect of still more seriou s 
labor distu rbances, and the nerv ou sness of se­ 
cu rity inv estors and specu lators are retarding 
factors. 
As ev ery one k nows, the stock mark et took its 
biggest drop in y ears a few week s ago. Valu es are 
far below their spring and early su mmer lev els. 
And while the stock mark et is not necessarily 
an accu rate barometer of actu al bu siness condi­ 
tions, it does pretty closely reflect the v iews of 
finance on both big and small lev els, and repre­ 
sents credit, capital and reserv e spending power. 
Ex planations of the drop v aried, and disclosed 
the opposed schools of thou ght now in ex istence. 
Stock mark et officials ascribed the collapse as 
being du e mainly to ex cessiv ely strict regu lating 
by the SEC, which has largely eliminated specu ­ 
lativ e operators who in the past cou ld be tru sted 
to tak e u p mu ch of the slack in thin mark ets. 
Gov ernment officials, su ch as SEC head James 
Landis, who has recently resigned to become 
Dean of Law at Harv ard, defended the regu la­ 
tory policy , intimated that still more stringent 
regu lation may be necessary . Whether the Lan­ 
dis’ point of v iew is right or wrong, su ch a policy 
ev idently has a dampening effect on large indu s­ 
try . 
So far as the political situ ation is concerned, all 
is chaos. President Roosev elt’s sweep arou nd the 
cou ntry , in the v iew of most commentators, is de­ 
signed to giv e him a chance to meet and see peo­ 
ple, to u se his personality , and to enlist pu blic 
su pport in his campaign against the conserv a­ 
tiv e wing of his party . The President, as he has 
said in almost so many words, is now env isioning 
a “second New Deal” which inv olv es still fu rther 
enlarging Federal au thority , new and restrictiv e 
legislation dealing with bu siness practices, nota­ 


bly in the field of wages and hou rs, and a les­ 
sening of the power of the Federal ju diciary . 
There is still talk that a special session may be 
called late this fall. And it is k nown that the 
Administration will presen an ambitiou s and in­ 
clu siv e “mu st” program before the second session 
of the 7 5th Congress, which conv enes in Jan­ 
u ary , inclu ding re-introdu ction of a Su preme 
Cou rt “pack ing” bill. 
Ev idence is not lack ing that Mr. Roosev elt's 
popu lar following has diminished — the Black 
Ku Klu x Klan disclosu res are perhaps the most 
seriou s blow he has receiv ed. Bu t it cannot y et 
be said with accu racy that a majority of the 
v oters are no longer willing to follow his lead. 
In some q u arters it appears that war scares 
hav e been ex aggerated — and in others they hav e 
been too mu ch minimized. A major war cou ld 
not help bu t tremendou sly affect American in­ 
du stry , whether we became inv olv ed as belliger­ 
ents or not. General ex pert v iew is that there 
will b no war nex t y ear — bu t that there will be 
one in 1939, when Eu rope’s v ast re-armament 
program is more or less completed. American for­ 
eign policy has so far been carefu l, ev en timid — 
at it mu st. We are in the delicate position of 
attempting to k eep clear of war — y et hav ing to 
maintain ou r prestige in the interest of Ameri­ 
can citizens and residents abroad. Hot-heads 
criticize Secretary Hu ll for what they think is 
v acillation. Cooler heads generally approv e his 
policy , think that he is right in seek ing to feel 
ou r way gently and carefu lly . 
There is talk of an entirely new gross earnings 
tax on bu siness. This, coming on top of the 
present corporation income tax , the profits and 
loss lev y , the su rplu s tax and other tax es, might 
mak e it impossible for bu siness to maintain ex ­ 
pected div idends, ev en in a time of heav y or­ 
ders. There is no organized mov ement behind 
su ch a tax , howev er. Bu siness is worried abou t 
the general tax policy , and abou t the continu ed 
gov ernment deficits which will req u ire heav y new 
tax es of some k ind — u nless an u nlook ed-for re­ 
trenchment in gov ernment spending occu rs. 
In conclu sion, it shou ld be pointed ou t that 
some ex perts feel that the present bu siness reces­ 
sion is less important than it seems, that the po­ 
litical and tax situ ation will work ou t withou t 
doing oo mu ch damage. Best gu ess is: 
The 
short-term ou tlook for commerce is fav orable, 
and the long-term ou tlook is in the laps of the 
gods. 
According to Bu siness Week of September 18, 
a dollar of earning power cou ld be bou ght for 
$11.49 at that time, as against $18.17 a y ear 
before.

Althou gh American observ ers 
believ ed Tsingtao, 10Q miles north 
of Chefoo, wou ld be the most 
lik ely p oint for an initial attack 
against Shantu ng from the sea, 
they p ointed ou t Chefoo with the 
ex cellent motor road link ing it to 
Tsingtao wou ld be p articu larly 
v alu able as a Jap anese troop and 
su p p ly base.
